SUBSTITUTE DRY BILL 

PROPOSED IN THE SENATE 

The substitute prohibition enforce- 
ment Mil prepared by Statewide Pro- 
hibition Federation forces and intro- 
duced in the Senate last Mondny, was 
substituted for Senate Bill No. 183, 
of Senntor Clem S. Nnnn, of Marion, 
and favorably reported by the com- 
mittee to the Sennte. It is regarded 
as likely to pass both Houses without 
opposition. 

Fines from $50 to $300, with im- 
prisonment in jail for 30 to 00 days, 
are provided for first violations of 
Hie new law. Second violations are 
made a felony, as in the previous bill, 
if the defendant be nn Individual, the 
ocnnltv being one to three years In 
the penitentiary; if a corporation the 
fine is $1,000 to $3,000. For third 
offenses, individuals may be sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for five 
to ten years, and corporations may 
be fined not less than $5,000, bnt is 
limited in maximum only by the dis- 
cretion of the jury. 

Persons aiding or abetting in the 
violation of the law are to be deemed 
principals under the act and pun- 
ished as much. 

One half of one per cent, alcoho' 
is the alcoholic content allowed, with 
the exception of denntured alcohol, 
medicinal preparations unfit for bev- 
erage purposes, whether patented 
medicines or not; toilet, medicinal and 
antiseptic preparations that cannot 
be used as beverages; flavoring ex- 
tracts and sirups; vinegars and pre- 
pared sweet cider, wine for sacra- 
mental purposes, and alcohol for sci- 
entific or mechanical purposes. 

Fines under the act must be served 
out at hard labor at the rate of $1 
a day, if not paid. 

The injunction feature is retained, 
nnd 5n such actions evidence of tin 
general reputation of places com- 
plained of is made admissible by the 
act. Any citizen may prosecute such 
an action, nnd provision is made for 
the prompt trml and summary pun- 
ishment of any defendant violating 
such a nin.junction. Buildings whose 
owners violate the law, and against 
which injunctions are granted, may be 
'•lo-od for a year and offending fix- 
tures sold and the proceeds confis- 
oated by the State, after the payment 
of costs and fees of officers, which 
are same as in sales of chattels on

The same provision is innde as in 
the offered last week for the 
lepal ninnufncture of liquors not pro- 
hibited by the Kentucky law and the 
same safeguards thrown around such 
manufacture.

Forging 
of a prescription is made punishable 
by confinement for sixty days in jail.

PROFITEERING MUST CEASE 

Prosecution of profiteers in food 
and cloth'ing has begun throughout 
Kentucky by the Fair Price Commis- 
sion acting in conjunction with the 
U. SrDistrict Attorneys for the East- 
ern and Western districts of the 
State. A fair price list hns been es- 



tablished on the most essential food 
products and a copy of same will be 
mailed to anyone on request. On Feb- 
ruary 5 a warrant was issued for C. 

E. Brrtt, president of of ilie lance 

department stores of Louisville, and 
his examining trial was set for March 
5th, for overcharging 1 1-4 cents a 
pound on sugar. On February 8th 
warrants were issued for store keep- 
ers in Beaver Dam, Carlisle, Pulaski 
and Boston for selling food products' 
by short weight. These were stores in 
the Eastern and Western coal fields, 
operated by coal companies found to 
be overcharging their rmners and 
other customers. On February 11 a 
warrant was issued for John C. Lewis 
president of another large department 
store in Louisville, for overcharging 
$1.00 per yard for dress goods. The 
Commission has sought the co-oper- 
ation of every County Attorney in 
Kentucky and a great number have 
now responded and are investigating 
local conditions in their counties. It 
is now bringing pursuasive measures 
to bear on shoe dealers whose prices 
are dropping; has standardized bread 
at a full 16-ounce for a pound loaf, 
with a maximum price of 8 cents, and 
is taking up the milk situation and 
other matters from which results are 
ex-ected. Where profits are found 
to be justified the Commission will 
not interfere, but it will prosecute all 
overcharge if Kentucky citizens will 
make complaint and stand in readi- 
ness to swear out warrants for those 
who are overcharging them.

The Kentucky Library 
Commission 'is the distributing 
agency. 

Books are loaned in traveling li- 
brary groups of 50 volumes each 
and for a period of six months. The 
borrower pays the transportation 
charges. 

School libraries are made up to

Treasures of the librnry of Tran- 
sylvania College, the oldest educa- 
tional institution west of the Allc- 
> 

gheny Mountains, were displnyed to 
the public on Lincoln's birthday for 
the first time in many years. 

Rnre nnd valuable volumes printed 
I y Blaster craftsmen in the sixteenth, 
seventeenth nnd eighteenth centuries, 
arid many documents nnd manu- 
scripts relating to pioneer Kentucky 
history were shown. The oldest book 
shown was printe din 1544, but there 
are n number whose title pages show 
they were published later in the same 
century, nnd numerous vellum-bound 
volumes of the "classicks" printed in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies. 

The medical library of the college 
is Baid by scholars to be in many re- 
spects the most valuable Sn the world, 
as it includes volumes for which the 
book shops und private libraries of 
Europe have been searched without 
result, and is rapidly becoming a oen- 
ter for medical research since the 
books were re-discovered and cata- 
logued recently. 

Documents bearing the signatures 
of Henry Clay, Rafinesque, Michaux 
and other scientists, as well as of the 
founders of the College, among whom 
were Robert Todd, Horace Holley nnd 
others, equally as prominent in the 
beginnings of Kentucky, also were ex- 
hibited. Many of these are as legible 
as the day they were written, some of 



them previous to 1800.
